dress, with dark brows and high- 
piled blonde hair, was peppered 
with questions from obviously 
skeptical members of her 
audience. She answered them 
all in composed manner, to her 
own apparent satisfaction if not 
of her audience. She gave no 
ground at any point. 


"You've been brainwashed," 


she told one questioner. 


"You don't know what you're 


talking about," she told another. 


"No it won't. No it won't. No, it 


won't," she kept repeating until 
she had silenced still another. 


Her thesis, and that of single 


taxers generally, is that all 
property other than land is a 
product of land and labor.

White Hat Committee1 for Tax 
Reform is making a determined 
effort 
to 
place 
it 
on 
the 
November ballot. 
Here last night she was ad­ 
dressing a meeting of about 50 
persons in Lincoln Street School 
— the regular meeting of the 
Association of Tehama County 
Taxpayers to which the public 
had been Invited to hear the tax 
discussion. 
Dr Hickman, a large, fair­ 
skinned woman in a lavender 
dress, with dark brows and high- 
piled blonde hair, was peppered 
with questions from obviously 
sk ep tical 
m em bers 
of 
her 
audience. She answered them 
all in composed manner, to her 
own apparent 'satisfaction if not 
of her audience. She gave no 
ground at any point. 


"You’ve been brainwashed." 
she told one questioner. 
"You don’t know what you’re 
talking about," she told another 
"No it won’t. Noil won’t. No, it 
won’t," she kept repeating until 
she had silenced still another. 


Her thesis, and that of single 
taxers generally, is that all 
property other than land is a 
product 
of 
land 
and 
labor 
Machinery enters in, but is in 
itself a product of the soil and of 
labor. 


"Land or labor," she' said. 
“That is all there is to tax." 
Taxes on labor, she argues, 
disturbs jobs And people out of 
work add to the taxes 


More directly to the point as 
far as her largely farm land 
owning audience w as con­ 
cern,ed„ was her arg.um.enl. that, 
removing all taxes from im­ 
provements and shifting them to 
the Land only would actually 
benefit farm ers 
Whether she 
convinced anyone of that, there 
was no way of knowing. 


In the case of a homeowner 
with, only the lot. that, his house is 
built on, she was able to show 
quite clearly that removing the 
tax from his house might well 
save him money even Ü the tax 
on the lot were increased two 


and a half to three times. But in 
the case of a farm er with land 
valued at many tim es that of the 
im provem ents 
on 
it, 
the 
situation, is 'different. 


However. Assessor Hickman 
pointed out that taxes would be 
removed from farm equipment 
and all sorts of improvements 
such as irrigation, works, and 
from 
livestock 
and 
trees. 


Furtherm ore, she argued, with 
land taxed and improvements 
not taxed, speculator money 
would be withdrawn from land 
to be placed elsewhere, land 
would return to its true value for 
agricultural purposes, and. taxes 
would be proportionately lower 


She declared, further, that the 
great amount of tax money 
would come from city land, 
value of which is pushed up and 
up by services and facilities 
available there

Laser Beams Used 
To Study Pollution 


WASHINGTON, D.C. — Laser 


beams are being used to study 
air pollution. 
There is an 


unusual instrument at Oak 
Ridge, Term, known as a Lidar. 


The heart of the system is a 


laser consisting of a glass rod 
coated with the rare metallic 
element neodymium. 
When 


charged with 3,000 volts of 
electricity, 
provided by a 


supplementary power supply, 
the laser dissipates the stored 
energy in a brief burst of high 
intensity. 
Unlike the beam of 


light from a ruby laser which 
can be seen, the neodymium 
light beam is invisible to the 
human eye because it is in the 
infrared portion of the light 
spectrum. 


This study is focusing on the 


800-foot chimney of the Ten- 
nessee Valley Authorities Bull 


Run Steam Plant which was 
selected because of its great 
height, isolation, and efficiency 
of operation which results in a 
nearly invisible plume of ef- 
fluents. It is the behavior of the 
plume which is of prime interest 
in the study. 


By means of a 
telescopic 


system, the Lidar is aimed at 
the rising plume. That portion 
of the light beam which strikes 
minute particles in the plume is 
reflectedback into the optical 
system of the Lidar, similar in 
some ways to radar.

Laser Beams Used 
To Study Pollution 


WASHINGTON, D C. - Laser 
beams are being used to study 
air pollution. 
There is an 
unusual instrument at Oak 
Ridge, Tenn known as a Lidar. 
The heart of the system is a 
laser consisting of a glass rod 
coated with the rare metallic 
element neodymium. 
When 
charged with 3,000 volts of 
electricity, provided by a 
supplementary power supply, 
the laser dissipates the stored 
energy in a brief burst of high 
intensity. Unlike the beam of 
light from a ruby laser which 
can be seen, the neodymium 
light beam is invisible to the 
human eye because it is in the 
infrared portion of the light 
spectrum. 
This study is focusing on the 
800-foot chimney of the Ten­ 
nessee Valley Authorities Bull 


Run Steam Plant which was 
selected because of its great 
height, isolation, and efficiency 
of operation which results in a 
nearly invisible plume of ef­ 
fluents. It is the behavior of the 
plume which is of prime interest 
in the study. 
By means of a telescopic 
system, the Lidar is aimed at 
the rising plume. That portion 
of the light beam which strikes 
minute particles in the plume is 
reflectedback into the optical 
system of the Lidar. similar in 
some ways to radar

Under the program, persons 
living more than a quarter mile, 
but less than half a mile from 
18,700 post offices that do not 
have city delivery are now 
eligible to receive the delivery 
at home. Previously, they have 
been compelled to go to the post 
office for their mail. 
Since they live less than half a 
mile away from a post office, 
they have not been eligible to 
receive rural delivery service 


prior to Mr. Blount’s new order, 
the Congressman explained 
And because they live near a 
post office that does not have 
city delivery they have missed 
out there too. 
Congressman Johnson said he 
had been advised that the 
Postmaster General has issued 
instructions making the service 
available to the 1.2 million 
families living in the eligible 
areas — 4 million individuals. 
The only requirement to ob­ 
tain the service is that it must be 
requested of the postmaster, 
and a majority of those living in 
the area must desire the service. 
The expansion will be 
achieved by such steps as ex­ 
tending shorter rural routes and 
adding delivery stops to some 
rural routes. In other instances, 
"star’’ or contract routes may 
be used to provide the service; 
the postmaster general advised 
Johnson. 


Laser Beams Used 
To Study Pollution 


WASHINGTON, D C. — Laser 
beams are being used to study 
air pollution. 
There is an 
unusual instrument at Oak 
Ridge, Tenn known as a Lidar 
The heart of the system is a 
laser consisting of a glass rod 
coated with the rare metallic 
element neodymium. 
When 
charged with 3,000 volts of 
electricity, provided by a 
supplementary power supply, 
the laser dissipates the stored 
energy in a brief burst of high 
intensity. Unlike the beam of 
light from a ruby laser which 
can be seen, the neodymium 
light beam is invisible to the 
human eye because it is in the 
infrared portion of the light 
spectrum. 
This study is focusing on the 
800-foot chimney of the Ten­ 
nessee Valley Authorities Bull 


Run Steam Plant which was 
selected because of its great 
height, isolation, and efficiency 
of operation which results in a 
nearly invisible plume of ef­ 
fluents It is the behavior of the 
plume which is of prime interest 
in the study. 
By means of a telescopic 
system, the Lidar is aimed at 
the rising plume. That portion 
of the light beam which strikes 
minute particles in the plume is 
reflected back into the optical 
system of the Lidar, similar in 
some ways to radar

conclusions reached by wit­ 
nesses at hearings last month by 
the Senate monopoly sub­ 
committee. Testimony then 
linked the pill to scores of 
suspected side effects, including 
cancer, fatal blood clotting, 
diabetes and heart trouble. 
Dr. Connell, a mother of six 
and the first woman to testify at 
the hearings, said even the most 
violent critics of the pill had to 
concede this data was limited 
and that many of these con­ 
clusions were based on un­ 
supported speculation.

WASHINGTON — There's an 


untold story of another, secret, 
Vietnam-style war behind the 
press reports that giant B-52 
bombers have been used to slow 
the Communist assault upon the 
Plain of Jan in Lam.. 


This strategic plain, which 


takes its name from the huge 
burial urns dotting it, dominates 
the approaches on the Laotian 
capital of Vientiane. U.S. planes 
have been used extensively to 
support Lao government forces 
ever since the bombing of North 
Vietnam was halted. 


What the public never has 


been told is that President 
Johnson simply switched the 
entire 
American 
bombing 


campaign from North Vietnam 
across the border to Laos. The 
neutralist government of Laos 
secretly requested the bombers 
to stop the advance of an 
estimated 50,000 North Viet- 
namese troops who had invaded 
Laos. 


The devastating air raids 


helped government guerrillas 
throw the Communists off the 
Plain of Jars. The Lao guerrillas 
also received U. S. equipment 
and were guided by U. S. ad- 
visers. Now a powerful North 
Vietnamese force has started to 
retake the strategic plain. 


The Lao government begged 


the U. S. for heavy new blows to 
stop the Communist advance, 
and President Nixon agreed to 
the B-52 raids. In the past, B-52s 
had been used in Laos only to 
bomb the North Vietnamese 
infiltration routes into South 
Vietnam. 


SECRET WAR 


Unlike the Vietnam War, 


which has been in the world 
spotlight for yean, the war in 
Laos has been kept largely 
secret. North Vietnam won't 
admit that it has an invasion 
force in Laos. The United States, 
in turn, won't admit that 
American planes are every bit 
as active in the skies over Laos 
as over Vietnam. 


The American air strikes 


against the North Vietnamese 
invaders in Laos are flown from 
air bases in Thailand and from 
aircraft carriers off the Viet- 
namese coast. More than 100 
American pilots have been shot 
down over Laos, some of whom 
have been picked up by the 
North Vietnamese. 


But, because we pretend they 


weren't there in the first place 
and because the North Viet- 
namese pretend their troops 
also weren't there to capture 
them, the fate of these pilots has 
become one of the untold 
mysteries of this strange, secret 
war. 


President Nixon would like to 


disengage from the secret war 
in Laos, as well as from the open 
war in Vietnam. However, he is 
under heavy pressure from the 
Lao government to help prevent 
a Communist takeover of then* 
embattled country. 


The President's policy of 


pulling back from the Far East 
has always contained a loophole 
that has been overlooked by the 
press. What he actually said at 


Guam, where he announced the 
new policy was that he would 
ATTEMPT to avoid any mere 
involvements in the Far East. In 
private, the President has made 
it clear that he has no intention 
of retreating from the Par East. 


He wants to avoid any en- 


tanglements that will draw the 
United States into 
future 


Vietnam-style wars. But he has 
stressed privately that peace 
cannot 
come 
from 
ap- 


peasement. Therefore, he has 
authorized a limited step-up of 
the secret air war over Laos to 
hinder the North Vietnamese 
advance. 


DELICATE 
DEVELOPMENT 


Meanwhile, there has also 


been 
another 
delicate 


development. Thailand has 
secretly urged the United States 
to bomb a military road that the 
Chinese 
Communists 
are 


building across their border 
through the backdoor into Laos. 
One branch of the construction 
is headed for the Mekong River, 
which forms the border between 
Laos and Thailand. 


The Thais, therefore, fear the 


new road will be used to haul 
supplies from China to the 
guerrillas who have been in- 
filtrating 
into 
Thailand. 


Already, the Chinese operate an 
underground radio which beams 
revolutionary propaganda into 
Thailand. 


President Nixon doesn't want 


to antagonize the Chinese by 
bombing their construction 
activities in Laos at the same 
time that he is trying to improve 
relations with them in Warsaw. 


Of course, the Chinese won't 


admit they're building a road in 
this never-never land. So it now 
looks as if the planes that aren't 
supposed to be there won't bomb 
the road that isn't supposed to be 
there. But unhappily, the war 
that isn't definitely is, and it 
seems to be escalating in direct 
proportion to the de-escalation 
in Vietnam.

The Roman -style Rayburn

Back To Marijuana 


By WILLIAM F. BUCKLEY JR. 


The public anxiety 
over 


marijuana mounts at a rate for 
which I can 
think 
of no 


precedent in recent U.S. history. 
I have a letter from Mr. Edward 
Koch, 
Congressman 
from 


Manhattan, who has been trying 
to get a Presidential Com- 
mission into motion. "What is so 
bizarre is that early last year, 
when I introduced the bill, which 
I considered a very reasoned 
and rational approach to a very 
controversial subject, I was 
considered by a number of my 
colleagues as a wild-eyed 
libertine. Only nine members 
would join me in co-sponsoring it 
at that time. Since the original 
introduction and the dialogue 
which ensued, there are now 85 
co-sponsors. And most im- 
portant, the House Judiciary 
Committee appears on the verge 
of reporting it out." 


One hopes that the half million 


dollars — that is the sum 
requested by Mr. Koch — will be 
forthcoming, so as to launch an 
authoritative inquiry. 


Meanwhile, there is big news 


in Canada. I was not aware until 
now that a commission of 
inquiry had been empanelled 
there to inquire into the non- 
medical use of drugs. In charge 
of writing the report for that 
panel is Dr. Keith Yonge, 
president of the Canadian 
Psychiatric Association and 
bead of the department of 
psychiatry at the University of 
Alberta. Dr. Yonge wrote last 
November a memorandum 
which puts together the sub- 
stance of what will be said in the 
report when it is issued. 
Someone got hold of that memo 
and published the entire thing in 
the Toronto Globe and Mail. It is 
as impressive — and disturbing 
— a document as I have ever 
seen on the subject, and I hereby 
volunteer to send a copy of it to

Meanwhile, here are just a 


very few passages from Dr. 
Yonge's preliminary report.

does indeed induce lasting 
changes in personality func- 
tioning, changes which are 
pathological in so much as their 
impair the 'mental and social 
well-being.'. . . 


"The harmful effects are of 


the same order as the pathology 
of serious 
mental 
illness 


(psychosis), 
namely 
in 


distorting the perceptual and 
thinking processes and in 
diverting awareness 
from 


reality, impairing the in- 
dividual's capacity to deal with 
the realities of life. 


"The 
argument 
that 


marijuana is no more harmful 
than alcohol 
is 
specious. 


Although alcohol does constitute 
a serious health hazard in our 
society because of its readiness 
to intoxication, its action on the 
mental processes cannot be 
simply equated with that of 
marijuana. The primary action 
of alcohol is that of a relaxant. 
Impairment of mental func- 
tioning occurs when intoxicating 
quantities are taken. Marijuana, 
as with all the psychotropic 
drugs, on the other hand, acts 
solely as an intoxicant, its ef- 
fects being primarily the 
distortion of perception and 
reasoning. 


"In psycho-social develop- 


ment man grows from the 
prevalence of self-gratification 
and dependency, with little 
regard for reality, to the 
prevalence 
of 
self- 


determination 
and 
self- 


abnegatory involvement in his 
society. 
Against 
this 


progression, the trend toward 
'instant' self-gratification and 
artificial self-exploration (by 
the use of peychotropic drugs) is 
distinctly regressive — a 
reversion to the immature, the 
primitive. The regression is 
further evidenced in the other 
trends in group behavior with 
which the non-medical use of 
drugs tends to be associated — 
reversion to the crude or 
primitive in speech, in sexual 
expression, and in taste fen- 
music forms — however much 
these may be rationalized as 
emancipation 
from 
socio- 


cultural 
oppression." 


I do not know where Mr. 


Koch's Commission will begin, 
but neither it, nor anyone who 
wishes to understand the im- 
plications 
of 
marijuana 


smoking, should ignore the 
extraordinary findings of Dr. 
Yonge's commission.

in any kind of weather. 
It’s the fun spirit more than the size of the purse and the fame 
of the names at the big final event that makes the whole thing 
worthwhile to most Tehama County residents and visitors at 
Round-Up time. It’s participation in the pre-roundup events as 
much as witnessing the fairground spectacle itself that makes 
Round-Up time fun 


Should Be A Cooperative Effort 
State Senator Lawrence E Walsh has proposed a community 
relations program to improve public understanding of, and 
cooperation with the California Highway Patrol. At the same time, 
he emphasized that his proposal should “not be confused with those 
calling for creation of civilian review boards which most law en­ 
forcement officials oppose as potential roadblocks to efficient 
police work and practice.” 
The senator’s stated purpose of furthering understanding and 
cooperation is praiseworthy from every standpoint, and on the 
local level should extend to city police departments and county 
sheriff’s departments But for all that, the idea of review boards 
need not be ruled out. Calling them civilian review boards, by the 
way, seems something of a misnomer. Police are civilians, too, and 
subject to the same laws as the rest of us 
We need cooperation all the way, and both ways — the public 
with the police, and the police with the public. 


NEW DRUG CONTROL INITIATIVES 
The American Medical News revealed new initiatives in 
controlling drug abuse were called for by the United States as the 
United Nations began discussion of a proposed treaty which would 
bring new categories of drugs, including psychotropics, under 
international control. Mr John Ingersoll, director of the U.S. 
Bureau of Narcotics and Dangerous Drugs, emphasized that the 
fight against the illicit drug trade “must be a global effort.”

WASHINGTON - There’s an 
untold story of another, secret, 
Vietnam-style war behind the 
press reports that giant B-52 
bombers have been used to slow 
the Communist assault upon the 
Plain of Jars in Laos.. 
This strategic plain, which 
takes its name from the huge 
burial urns dotting it, dominates 
the approaches on the Laotian 
capital of Vientiane. U.S. planes 
have been used extensively to 
support Lao government forces 
ever since the bombing of North 
Vietnam was halted 
What the public never has 
been told is that President 
Johnson simply switched the 
entire American bombing 
campaign from North Vietnam 
across the border to Laos. The 
neutralist government of Laos 
secretly requested the bombers 
to stop the advance of an 
estimated 50,000 North Viet­ 
namese troops who had invaded 
LaosThe devastating air raids 
helped government guerrillas 
throw the Communists off the 
Plain of Jars. The Lao guerrillas 
also received U. S. equipment 
and were guided by U. S. ad­ 
visers. Now a powerful North 
Vietnamese force has started to 
retake the strategic plain. 
The Lao government begged 
the U. S. for heavy new blows to 
stop the Communist advance, 
and President Nixon agreed to 
the B-52 raids. In the past, B-52s 
had been used in Laos only to 
bomb the North Vietnamese 
infiltration routes into South 
Vietnam. 
SECRET WAR 
Unlike the Vietnam War, 
which has been in the world 
spotlight for years, the war in 
Laos has been kept largely 
secret. North Vietnam won’t 
admit that it has an invasion 
force in Laos The United States, 
in turn, won’t admit that 
American planes are every bit 
as active in the skies over Laos 
as over Vietnam. 
The American air strikes 
against the North Vietnamese 
invaders in Laos are flown from 
air bases in Thailand and from 
aircraft carriers off the Viet­ 
namese coast. More than 100 
American pilots have been shot 
down over Laos, some of whom 
have been picked up by the 
North Vietnamese 
But, because we pretend they 
weren’t there in the first place 
and because the North Viet­ 
namese pretend their troops 
also weren’t there to capture 
them, the fate of these pilots has 
become one of the untold 
mysteries of this strange, secret 
warPresident Nixon would like to 
disengage from the secret war 
in Laos, as well as from the open 
war in Vietnam. However, hie is 
under heavy pressure from the 
Lao government to help prevent 
a Communist takeover of their 
embattled country. 
The President’s policy of 
pulling back from the Far East 
has always contained a loophole 
that has been overlooked by the 
press What he actually said at 


Guam, where he announced the 
new policy was that he would 
ATTEMPT to avoid any more 
involvements in the Far East. In 
private, the President has made 
it clear that he has no intention 
of retreating from the Far East. 
He wants to avoid any en­ 
tanglements that will draw the 
United States into future 
Vietnam-style wars. But he has 
stressed privately that peace 
cannot 
come 
from 
ap­ 
peasement. Therefore, he has 
authorized a limited step-up of 
the secret air war over Laos to 
hinder the North Vietnamese 
advance. 
DELICATE DEVELOPMENT 
Meanwhile, there has also 
been 
another 
delicate 
development. Thailand has 
secretly urged the United States 
to bomb a military road that the 
Chinese 
Communists 
are 
building across their border 
through the backdoor into Laos. 
One branch of the construction 
is headed for the Mekong River, 
which forms the border between 
Laos and Thailand 
The Thais, therefore, fear the 
new road will be used to haul 
supplies from China to the 
guerrillas who have been in­ 
filtrating 
into 
Thailand 
Already, the Chinese operate an 
underground radio which beams 
revolutionary propaganda into 
Thailand. 
President Nixon doesn’t want 
to antagonize the Chinese by 
bombing their construction 
activities in Laos at the same 
time that he is trying to improve 
relations with them in Warsaw. 
Of course, the Chinese won’t 
admit they’re building a road in 
this never-never land. So it now 
looks as if the planes that aren’t 
supposed to be there won’t bomb 
the road that isn’t supposed to be 
there. But unhappily, the war 
that isn’t definitely is, and it 
seems to be escalating in direct 
proportion to the de-escalation 
in Vietnam. 


SWINGING PARTY 
The Roman -style Rayburn 
Office Building, the sumptuous 
abode of senior Congressmen, is 
suited more for crowning 
Emperors or enshrining pagan 
gods than for rock ‘n’ roll par­ 
ties.But Rep.

The public anxiety over 
marijuana mounts at a rate for 
which I can think of no 
precedent in recent U.S. history.

Koch, Congressman from 
Manhattan, who has been trying 
to get a Presidential Com­ 
mission into motion “What is so 
bizarre is that early last year, 
when I introduced the bill, which 
I considered a very reasoned 
and rational approach to a very 
controversial subject, I was 
considered by a number of my 
colleagues as a wild-eyed 
libertine. Only nine members 
would join me in co-sponsoring it 
at that time. Since the original 
introduction and the dialogue 
which ensued, there are now 85 
co-sponsors. And most im­ 
portant, the House Judiciary 
Committee appears on the verge 
of reporting it out.” 
One hopes that the half million 
dollars — that is the sum 
requested by Mr. Koch — will be 
forthcoming, so as to launch an 
authoritative inquiry 
Meanwhile, there is big news 
in Canada I was not aware until 
now that a commission of 
inquiry had been empanelled 
there to inquire into the non­ 
medical use of drugs In charge 
of writing the report for that 
panel is Dr. Keith Yonge, 
president of the Canadian 
Psychiatric Association and 
head of the department of 
psychiatry at the University of 
Alberta.

The efforts of youth in this 
direction are singularly inter­ 
esting because they have the 
least at stake medically at the 
present time. Yet they have 
vision and courage and refuse 
to stand by and accept the 
dangerous fumes of the diesel 
trucks that pollute our civil­ 
ization. 
The prevention and control 
of air pollution is a major 
medical and social problem. It 
is pointless to spend lives 
saved from diphtheria, small­ 
pox, cholera, tuberculosis, and 
cancer in an iron lung.

Only nine members 
would join me in co-sponsoring it 
at that time Since the original 
introduction and the dialogue 
which ensued, there are' now 85 
co-sponsors 
And most im­ 
portant, the House Judiciary 
Committee appears, on the verge 
of reporting it out.** 
One hopes that the half million 
dollars — that is the sum 
requested by Mr Koch — will be 
forthcoming, so as to launch an 
authoritative inquiry. 
Meanwhile, there is big news 
in Canada 1 was not aware until 
now that a commission of 
inquiry had been empanelled 
there to inquire into the non 
medical use of drugs In charge 
of writing the report for that 
panel is Dr. Keith Yonge, 
president of the Canadian 
Psychiatric Association and 
head of the department 
of 
psychiatry at the University of 
Alberta Dr. Yonge wrote last 
November a memorandum 
which puts together the sub­ 
stance of what will be said in the 
report when it is 
issued. 
Someone got hold of that memo 
and published the entire thing in 
the Toronto Globe and Mail. It is 
as impressive — and disturbing 
— a document as I have ever 
seen on the subject, and I hereby 
volunteer to send a copy of it to

the nation's No. l team in the 
weekly Associated Press poll. 
"We just hope we're up there 
when March 20 comes along." 


Rupp's target date happens to 


be the night of the NCAA 
championship game, which 
could pit the Wildcats against 
the defending champion Bruins. 


UCLA's stunning 78-65 loss to 


Oregon last Saturday night, 
which snapped the Bruins' 
unbeaten streak at 25 games 
several hours after Kentucky 
outgunned Louisiana State and 
Pistol Pete Maravich 121-105, 
helped put the 'Cats on top for 
the first time since Dec. 29. 


Kentucky received 14 fir- 


stplace votes, to 11 for UCLA, 
and outpointed the Bruins 534- 
532 in the weekly ballot of a 
panel of 29 sportswriters and 
sportscasters. The Wildcats, 


who won twice last week, and 
the Bruins each took 21-1 
records into this week's play. 


St. Bonaventure, 18-1 through 


last 
weekend's 
games, 


remained in third place, 
followed by South Carolina, New 
Mexico State, Jacksonville, 
Pennsylvania, Marquette, Iowa 
and Florida State, in that order. 
South Carolina received three 
firstplace 
ballots 
and 


Jacksonville got the other. 


Kentucky was No. l until the 


poll of Jan. 5, when UCLA 
moved up following a 106-77 
romp over high-ranked Notre 
Dame. The Wildcats had nipped 
the Irish 102-100 six days earlier. 
UCLA held the top spot until 
Monday, tightening its grip after 
Kentucky was upset by Van- 
derbilt 89-81 on Jan. 31. 


Until they bowed at Eugene, 


Ore., the Bruins were the only 
unbeaten major power. 


Except for the flip-flop at the 


top, the order of the first seven 
teams was the same as last 
week. Florida State, beaten 85- 
81 by Jacksonville, dropped 
from the No. 8 spot to 10th.

launched two years ago with an 
article in The Reader's Digest. 
Written by Air Force Major 
Kenneth Cooper, M.D., the 
article (and, later, a book on the 
subject) 
described 
the 


revolutionary new exercise 
program baaed on forcing the 
body to consume increased 
amounts of oxygen. It recom- 
mended running, swimming, 
cycling, walking and running-in- 
place as the best ways to ac- 
complish this. 


Running was the most con- 


venient 
of 
the 
methods 


suggested, and millions of 
Americans subsequently began 
to pound up and down city 
streets and country lanes, 
striving to go far enough fast 
enough to amass the 30 points a 
week that Dr. Cooper said was 
essential to good health. 


Dr. Cooper has 
written 


another article about Aerobics. 
He's Lt. Cul. Cooper now, and 
his New Aerobics has become 
the official U.S. Air Force 
Physical Fitness program, with 
roughly 800,000 airmen par- 
ticipating. 
Several 
other 


countries 
are 
considering 


adopting it for their armed 
forces. And the State of Vermont 
is using Aerobics in a statewide 
preventive medicine project. 


In his latest article, which 


appears in the March 1970 issue 
of The Reader's Digest (and will 
be published in book form this 
spring by M. Evans fc Co. in 
hardback, and by Bantam Books 
as a paperback), Dr. Cooper 
says that since its introduction 
two years ago Aerobics has 
provided "a kind of life in- 
surance" for millions. "There is
